Ottawa, Sept. 30th— The sharp |

Canada. Has the long upward advance | 
ended? Are we laced in the early fut: | 
ure by another serious depression? 

It will bea wise man who will give | 
an accurate answer to these questions | 
But anyone may look over the field, 
and see certain lorces making for fur 
ther improvement, well as others 
which are not so encouraging. On the | 
whole, the picture is fairly rosy, 
far as the immediate tuture is con- 
cerned, The long-term trend, however, 
is dependent on forces of such magni 
tude anr unpredictability as to make) 
it obscure to all but the most aude 
ious prophets, | 

Among the reassuring factors in 
Canadian conditions today one should 
mention, 

The rise in farm income, as a result 
of good crops und higher prices, This | 
holds for all parts of Canada except 
the major wheat area of the west, 
where the province of Saskatchewan 
is the main sufferer, That province 
alone, With a fair grain crop, would 
have had over 100 million dollars ad 
ditional purchasing power this year at 
current prices. 

Farm prices have, in recent pandas 
maintained a parity with wholesale | 
and manufacturers prices generally, | 
thus providing «a basis for even = @X- 
change of products. This helpful con-| 
dition was seriously lacking in tnel 
worst years of the depression. |
